Mr.  Thollander  writes:  "I  visited  Soviet  Russia  this  summer  to  help  promote  the  idea 
of  'artist-reporting'— and  myself  as  a  possible  'artist-reporter'  either  working  on  magazine 
assignments  or  with  a  book  publisher.  I  have  always  been  interested  in  the  direct  pen-line 
interpretation  of  an  on-the-spot  scene,  and  have  been  drawing  directly  from  life  for  many 
years.  I  find  it  as  exciting  as  ever.  I  spent  a  week  in  New  York  trying  to  peddle  my  work 
with  not  a  great  deal  of  success.  I  received  a  lecture  at  LIFE  Magazine  on  the  greatness  of 
photographic  reporting  (which  I  don't  disagree  with),  yawns  at  Esquire— but  Seventeen 
Magazine  has  purchased  two  Moscow  drawings  for  their  March  issue  ..." 

Mr.  Thollander's  drawings  may  be  seen  at  KPFA's  studios  in  downtown  Berkeley  during 
business  hours.
